In many instances, howevor, it is only 
fair to say that this ‘uneivit treatment has 
originated among tlie idleand worthless mem- 
bers. of the popilation, In ‘all large cities, 
* whether in the East or Wost, there is always a 
disorderly dementamong the foex populi ready 
to insult the stranger and make him a target 
for abuse. From this class chiefly it*is that 
foréigners in China have encountered most 
annoyance, though: it is perfectly trud that 
the rabble have often been incited to exbibi- 
tions of ill fecling and rudeness by the literati 
and sometimes even by the officials, Amongst 
tke numerous disagreeable drawlnacka in- 
cident to travelling in:China the unfriendly 


and the constant danger of assanit, have ever 
heen the most conspicuous. To travel inland 
especially is neither comfortable nor safe even 
when the venturesoue foreigner ia disguised 
in native costutve. Lot the traveller be ever 
so genial ‘in hia manner, Ict hins.be ever so 
patient and good hamoured, lat him be ever 
so tolorant of the curiosity of the canatlle, he 
is almost sute-in gny Inrge inland town to be 
, pelted or treated with ignominy and assailed 
with foul language. But he expects nothing 
better.
